Officers yesterday on the Agency's PAT programs, with emphasis on 
the intelligence collection rationale. The Marine Corps has shown 
interest in the possibility of providing a few company- grade officers 
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for assignment to Agency programs in Vietnam. This proposition 
will be staffed out within the Agency with a view toward making 
specific arrangements with Marine Corps Commandant General 25X1

de Silva said that Kissinger would be available for debriefing 
sessions in the Agency on or about 14 November. DCI asked de Silva 
to make all the appropriate arrangements.
